61* license 1Y-1095 and attempted to take his picture, when he was un- 
sucessful he later returned in a 1961* Chevrolet 2 with Texas 1961* License 
EE-6790 and attempted to take SUBJECTS picture. SUBJECT stated that the 
White Male told him he was working for a man in NEW YORK CITY who needed 
SUBJECTS picture but that he was not sure of his employers name. White 
male stated to the SUBJECT that he did not what the picture was needed 
for.
